| We observed in the Chronicle (Victoria) of 

the 8rd inst., a leading article devoted to the 
gubject indicated by our caption. Our contem- 
porary sets out by indulging in a little self gratu- 
in respect of the faithful manner in which 
be discharged his duty to the public in the 
matter of. protesting against Gorernmental abuse 
and oppression, claims that in some few cases at 
least: abuses havo been abated at his instance, 
and ¢laims to be the first to speak out against 
the vexatious taxes and dues to which those who 
‘would pass into the interior of this Colony are 

eplyected. 

| Without desiring to detract from the follelty 
oor Island contemporary seems to enjoy in refer- 
ence |to the result of his journalistic labors daring 
the al months’ existence of the Chronice, for 
we ate free to admit that upon one question at 
teathe has come ont with a manly courage and 
ability which should alone covet a multitude of 
| yet we cannot allow him to arrogate to 
himself the credit of being the first to epeak out 
Gpon the subject to which the article in question 
slindgs. In the columns of the British Columbian 


| probably more than half dozen articles have 


appeared upon this eubject. Indeed it has been 
one of our standing grievances, and one to which 
we have made very frequent allosion ; and we 
Ste at a loss to understand how the Editor of the 
Chronicle could possibly be ignorant of the fact. 
¢ It is true we never stumbled upon such a “mare's 
nest” as our contemporary has done. We merely 
dpalt with plain facts as they really existed ; 


' while the case he supposes for the purpose of 


illustrating his subject is a sort of compound of 


fact and fiction in about equal parts, a somewhat 


incorrect and unfair atatement of the case to the 
prejudice of this Colony abroad. It is well that 
in dealing with any public grievance the matter 
should be fairly and honestly handled lest the 
attempt to-remore \or mitigate the evil should 
be shorn of its potency through its disingenaoge- 
nase, 

By immigrant with a mule.and pack. travel- 

ling from Victoria to Cariboo is subjected to the 
following Government dues: Oné dollar head 
money collected by the Purser with his steamboat 
fare from Victoria, not by a posse of revenue 
officers at this place ; an import duty of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem upon any goods he may bring 
in, ihether sach goods consist of “ gam-boots” 
of flonr; tonnage dues at-the rate of $3 per ton for 
up the river, which is rated at $1.50 
a head on animals ; one cent @ potnd road tolls 
on leaving Douglas or Yale, not half a cent as 
stated by the Chronicle, and probably a cent road 
tolls higher up. These are the dues imposed by 
Government ; and in addition to these there are, 
of course, the'usual charges of freight and wharf- 
age which no sane man would expect immunity 
from, and which no honorable man\would desire 
to evade, and which a healthy competition will 
always regulate. 

We would not, by any means, wish to be un- 
derstood as justifying or defending all these 
Government imposts to which we have alloded. 
We repeat, what wo have stated many times, 
tliat we believe them to be both teo.. diversified 
and too heavy. But surely our contemporary 
would not go the length of permitting the man 
with his mule and pack to come in tree! Such 
al might have a very favorable influence 

nV ictoria traders ; but it would hardly be 
a | justice either to ouF’ revenue or to our 
merchants. So long as the man who provides 
himself with a mule and stock of provisions at 
Victoria is charged no more than the large im- 
porter we fail to see any. hardship, much less 
injustice. Why should the pair of “ gum-boots” 
not pay duty as well as anything else ? 

The fact is, the distressing picture drawn by 
our contemporary i is chiefly nothing more nor less 
than mere clap-trap. We can hardly conceive it 
possible that any man coming to this Colony 
would be so “green” as to expect there would 
not dues of some sort or other to pay ; and 
if we except the dues imposed above this port 
there is less to complain of here than in most 

on Indeed we know of no country where 


the ue laws are enforced in a less offensive 
to the immigrant than here. 
‘We. Seely agree with our.contemporary in 
to the desirability of abolishing many of 
dues and substituting an export duty upon 
t isa measure, however, we need not 
k for from Governor Douglas, as it would not 
the interests of Victoria.

We have before us a Journal or Diary, 
f these Indians, named “ Samuel 
den,” in which be tas recotded a variety 


dents, as well as reflections of bis ows, “anid, tn | or 


several instances, a sort of outline of what he 
said to those of his tribe who oceasionally, aa- 
sembled to hear him, for it would seem he does 
w little by way of exhortation. The most strik- 
ing feature of this jourpal is the frequent and 
bitter Jamentations of Marsden on account of the 
whiskey trade. , ‘There is one ‘*bad schooner” to 
which he makes frequent allusion ‘on account of 
its coming to trade whiskey to the Indians in 
Nass River ; and every time he sees-this échoon- 
er. his heart becomes: ‘ very sick,” or.“ very 
poor.” He speaks of the bad effects of the whis- 
key amongst his own people as well as other 
tribes. They “lose their heart” and quarrel, 
and shoot one another, and prepare themselves 
for “ the place amongst bed spirits and darkness” 
He mentions one occasiun when this bad schooner 
maile her appearance in the Nass River and ‘be 
etermined to.send her away. He tells several 
of the young men of the tribe that his heartsays 
thé ‘Tsimsheans will be Jost.on account of the bad 
schooner always sélling rum to them; so he 
called them ‘into his house and asked them to 
sedist him in sending the schooner away, They 
consent to do go, but on the following day would 
appear to have shown indications of fear, when 
Marsden tells them that if they will not aceom- 
pany him on board the “ bad schooner” he will go 
alone, * because the bad schooner all same Tsim- 
sliean death, so I must.try to,send it away.” 
Then we have an acconnt of eighteen of them 
going to the schvoner in their cances, with their 
gans, when Marsden asks the eaptain’ if he has 
any rum; the captain replies in the affirmative, 
whereupon Samuel explains to him the evil effects 
of it among the Indians; how they get drunk 
and:'shoot each other because they drink the 
“fire water.” Then he is informed by the Cap- 
tai that if they wish him to leave he will do so. 
Marsden tells him: “If you want to come in 
Nass River and bring some gvod things, all 
right. : But the ‘‘fire/ water” “not good to bring 
ing the Nass River.” Here his own chief, name! 
Neashwakah, “who,” he says, ‘‘ always lives on 
that schooner,” was angry and spoke against 
their interference with the schuoner, with whom 
séveral other Tsimsheans also tovk part ‘‘ be- 
chuse they liked the rum.” Then hé says: “ We 
know before we send the bad schooner away 
Tsimsheans will speak bad to us because they 
like the rum ; but we do not afraid to them. 
Poor thing; they do not know. why they will 
lost.” He concludes his record of this memor- 
able and sad event by regretting that Neashwe- 
kab had-got, much ram from the schooner and 
would sell it to the Indians, and says: “‘ Now 
my heart is very sick about that achooner, and 
about Neashwaksh.” "These extracts will serve 
to show the thoughtfal and simple character of 
Samuel, and his earnest desire for the welfare of 
his tribe, both temporally and spiritually. 
| These incidents all go to prove the grievous 
évil arising to the poor Indians out of the illicit 
traffic in spirits—an evil which even the victims 
of it deplore—while they strengthen our appeal 
to-the Government to adupt. such measures as 
will put a stop to a trade which is at once de- 
fnoralizing our Indians and defrauding our rev- 
énue 
Tur Coast tRape.—Our contemporary of the 
Colonist, in hia impression of the 5th inst., de- 
votes -# leader to this subject, in which he endea- 
yvors to make the impression that we are opposed 
to the creation of ports of entry north of this.
